Vetta Rosenberg, 89

SHAKER HEIGHTS 

*Yetta Rosenberg was a sculptor 
wlfose work was exhibited across 
thgj country as well as in Canada 
and South America. She firs# en¬ 
tered the May Show at the Cleve¬ 
land Museum of Art in 1929. She 
continued to produce new work in 
hei 80s. 

|$lrs. Rosenberg, 89, died yester¬ 
day at her home in Shaker 
Heights. 

Jghe was bom Yetta Schiffman in 
Columbus. Her family moved to 
Cleveland when she was 7. She 
gi^'duated from Central High 
School and studied painting in the 
1920s at the Cleveland School of 
Af, now known as the Cleveland 


Institute of Art. 

That was in the days when phy¬ 
sicians made house calls. She met 
Dr. David V. Rosenberg when he 
came to her home to treat her 
brother. They were married 39 
years until Dr. Rosenberg died in 
1967. 

^’’Although Mrs. Rosenberg was 
trained as a painter, she was at¬ 
tracted to ceramics because she 
could use form as well as color. 

She displayed ceramic work in 
leading museums in the 1930s. 
When a large and important clay 
piece was damaged en route to a 
national show, Mrs. Rosenberg 
bought a hunk of marble to make 
something that wouldn’t break. 

But she did not leave ceramics 


immediately. The marble re¬ 
mained in the family garage for al¬ 
most five years before she picked 
up store screw drivers, a hammer 
and sandpaper and turned it into 
art. It was purchased by a collector 
and that ended her clay period. 

“I am happy with hard surfaces 
which I can develop into sensuous 
curves and rhythms,” she later 
wrote. 

Mrs. Rosenberg’s work was ex¬ 
hibited in leading museums and 
galleries over a span of more than 
50 years. They included the Syra¬ 
cuse Museum of Fine Arts, Butler 
Institute of American Art and the 
San Francisco Museum of Art. 

She also worked in bronze. In 
the 1970s she produced “Flame,” a 
13-foot metal outdoor sculpture for 
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of renown 


the Temple Branch in Pepper Pike 
and “Man’s Reach,” a 12-foot 
bronze piece for the campus of 
Suburban Temple in Beachwood. 

Mrs. Rosenberg also taught 
throughout her career. She taught 
students in the basement of the 
home the family bought in 1944 on 
Courtland Rd. in Shaker Heights. 
She maintained a studio on Buck¬ 
eye Rd. at 127th St. for a dozen 
years. 

Mrs. Rosenberg received many 
awards in competitions* ranging 
from a ceramics exhibition in the 
1930s to the Ohio State Fair in the 
11970s and the National League of 
1 American Pen Women Art Exhibi¬ 
tion in Atlanta, Ga., in the 1970s. 

Mrs. Rosenberg had been a 
member of the Garden Club of 
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Greater Cleveland, the Council of 
Jewish Women, American Pen 
Women, the Mt. Sinai Medical Cen¬ 
ter Auxiliary, the Temple and Sub¬ 
urban Temple. 

She liked sailing and was a first 
mate at the Mentor Yacht Club. 

Mrs. Rosenberg was married to 
William Katz, a longtime family 
friend, for 16 years until he died in 
1986. 

Mrs. Rosenberg is survived by 
daughters, Joann Plotkin of Beach- 
wood and Mimi Rose of Shaker 
Heights; seven grandchildren; four 
great-grandchildren; and two 
brothers.
